JOHN W. CROXALL | 
AN OCTOGENARIAN 


The Oldest Survivor of the City 
Pioneer Potters Is Con­ 
gratulated. 


ON HI8 80TH BIRTHDAY 


He Rectlvts His Friends and the Oe 
cation Was Most Enjoyable—Came 
to This City and Began Work In 
1844— Still Hale and Vigorous. 


John W. Croxall, who is perhaps the 
only man now living in East Liverpool 
who can claim the distinction of be­ 
ing a pioneer in the poi ting industry, 
was 80 years of age yesterday. A num 
ber of his friends gathered at tho 
home last evening and spent A very 
pleasant 
season. 
Congratulations 
were extended, and all Joined In the 
hope that he would have many more 
birthdays. Several presents were giv 
en him. 
Mr. Croxall came to this country 
from England in 1844. He came direct 
to E ast Liverpool, arriving in this city 
on March IO of that year. He was an 
active potter for many years, working 
at the bench well into the 50’s. Dur­ 
ing his life as an operative potter he 
was recognised as one of the most 
skillful mechanics in this country, and 
was very popular among his fellow 
workmen. 
In 1856 Mr. Croxall embarked in the 
potting business on his own hook, es­ 
tablishing the present Croxall plant 
on Second street which has been in 
continuous operation ever since. When 
the white ware craze struck the man­ 
ufacturers In this city, many of their, 
changed from yellow ware and started 
to experiment with white. No change 
was Inaugurated at th e Croxall plant 
and it continues to produce yellow 
ware.

OSN BX AK KUROKI. 
Co maunder of Japtnwc Army in Sunday’* 
Fight Along Yalu River. 
Tok lo, May 6.—A telegram has been 
received here from General Kurokl 
in which he reports that a careful 
search of the battlefield of last Sun 
day revealed 200 additional wounded 
and dead Russians. 
8t. Petersburg, May 6—3:30 A. M. 
W ith Vice Admiral Togo hovering In 
th e immediate vicinity of Port Arthur 
and transports loaded with troops !y 
Ing at Pltsewo, northeast 
of 
tha 
stronghold, Russia has braced herself 
for impending conflicts with the foe 
in which she will again play a defer, 
sive role, this time, it is hoped, wl»h 
better success and therefore with less 
Sacrifice of life than in the engage 
ments on the Yalu. 
The war commission sat until 
o’clock this morning and at the close 
of the session it was announced that 
there was nothing to communicate to 
the public. It is known, however, that 
the emperor has been informed of tho 
presence of a Japanese fleet off the 
ltiao'Shan promontory and the appear­ 
ance of transports at Pitsewo. 
Japs Would Gain Advantage. 
Tho fact that the two events oc 
curred simultaneously may have sig­ 
nificance. 
If a landing should take 
place at Pitsewo it is anticipated tha 
Togo's battleship squadron will bom­ 
bard Port Arthur in order to prevent 
the garrison from sending reinforce­ 
m ents by railroad to the troops op­ 
posing the Japanese there. 
An important advantage would ac­ 
crue to the Japanese should they suc­ 
ceed iq establishing themselves al 
Pitsewo. 
From there radiate roads 
connecting with the railroad at Yang- 
Tl*TIen—directly west to south, with 
Sancheiipon and Rinchow stations on 
the railroad nearer Port Arthur, north 
with Kalplng and northeast through 
Takusban with FengtHuang-Cheng. 
A landing at this moment would 
make it difficult for General Kuropat- 
kin to concentrate a formidable force 
against General Kurokl, whose for­ 
ward movement is not yet reported. 
Furthermore, once tho Japanese w e 
pcross the railroad Port Arthur will 
be as good as besieged. 
Tho absence of press dispatches 
telling of the fight on the Yalu is pap- 
tially explained by the heavy mo-- 
tallty 
among 
the 
correspondents.

T he fact th a t the two events oc 
curred sim ultaneously may have sig ­ 
nificance, 
If a landing should 
take 
place at Pitsew o it is anticipated th at 
Togo’s battleship squadron will bom­ 
bard P o rt A rthur in order to prevent 
the garrison from sending reinforce­ 
m ents by railroad to the troops op­ 
posing the Japanese there. 
An im portant advantage would ac­ 
crue to th e Japanese should they suc­ 
ceed in establishing them selves at 
Pitsew o. 
From there radiate roads 
connecting with the railroad a t Yang- 
Ti-Tlen—directly w est to south, with 
Sanehellpon and Kinchow stations on 
th e railroad nearer Port A rthur, north 
w ith K aiplng and northeast through 
T akushan w ith FengtHuang-Cheng. 
A landing at this mom ent would 
m ake it difficult for G eneral Kuropat- 
kin to concentrate a form idable force 
against G eneral Kuroki, whose for­ 
ward m ovem ent is not yet reported. 
Furtherm ore, once the Japanese are 
across the railroad P o rt A rthur will 
be as good as besieged. 
T he absence of press dispatches 
telling of the fight on the Yalu is par­ 
tially explained by the heavy m or­ 
tality 
am ong 
the 
correspondents. 
T h tee of the N ovosti’s correspondents 
a re m issing and it is believed they 
w ere killed, while the R uss lost, one 
a f Its correspondents.

They are 
among the 19 lay delegates sent by the 
six New England conferences, together 
with 19 m inisters. 
• Mrs. G ertrude Durrell, 
of 
Cam­ 
bridge, waa born in Greene, Me., the 
daughter of a Free B aptist m inister. 
In O ctober, 1871, she m arried Oliver 
H. D urrell, one of the founders aud 
p artners of the firm of Brown-Durroll 


Sc Co. 
Mr. Durrell was one of the 
m ost prom inent laymen in New Eng 
land M ethodism , in addition to be­ 
ing an em inent merchant.. 
Mrs. A. H. Webb, of Bradford. Vt., 
is the wife of th e pastor of the Meth 
odist church in that town. 
She is i 
cultured, enthusiastic w orker for th* 
things 
th a t 
M ethodism represent*. 
She was selected by the Vermont dele­ 
gation to lead the lay mem bers, aud 
the fact th a t she was elected over s 
large num ber of the m ost prominent 
men In th e sta te is an evidence of th* 
value the laym en place upon her aer 
vices to th e church. 
Perhaps the best known of the trio 
of women to represent New England 
is the m em ber from New Hampshire. 
Miss Mary A. Danforth. 
She is a re 
turned m issionary from Japan.

was born in Pittsburg, N. H., in 1867.

One of the questions which the con­ 
ference will consider is w hether the 
church will order the elim ination of 3 
portion of paragraph 248 of the disc! 
pline, which practically condem ns card 
playing, theatres 
and 
circus-going, 
horse races and dancing schools, “or 
taking such other am usem ents as are 
obviously of a m isleading or question 
able m oral tendency/' 
At present any m em ber of the M eth­ 
odist Episcopal church, who does any 
one of these things is expected to be 
reproved or adm onished by his pas 
tor o r class leader. 
If he persists in 
doing them th e pastor can call in “one 
or two discreet 
m em bers 
of 
the 
church.” 
If acknow ledgem ent of the fault is 
made and proper hum iliation be shown 
the person may be borne with. 
it, 
however, there be a third offense, then 
comes a trial, and if the person be 
found guilty, and there be no sign 
if real hum iliation, “he shall be ex­ 
pelled.’' 
T here are many of the leaders who 
are said to be in favor of taking this 
feature from the church m andates and 
leave th e m atter entirely w ith the 
conscience of the individual member. 
T here are others, and, perhaps, th ? 
m ajority, who say: 
"L ei the law stay 
where It is, and lf a man can ’t be a 
M ethodist w ithout engaging in these 
things let him seek another and more 
congenial fold.'' 
The term lim it for pastors will be 
ilso discussed. In 1900 the conference 
removed the tim e limit of three years, 
and this year a call for its restoration 
Is expected. 
Term s of four years are 
said to be m ost in favor. 
An increase in the num ber of bish 
ops will probably be made. 
T here 
are now nineteen mem bers of the Bpi* 
copal College. It is expected that four, 
and possibly six, new men will be ele 
vated to the* highest honor In tho gift 
of the churc h. 
lf New England is to be considered 
in the choice of new bishops, and 
there a r e ’ many who say "yes," the 
candidate will be Rev. Edward M. Tny 
tor. of Cambridge, a m em ber of th* 
New England conference delegation, 
and one of the strongest men in the 
church. 
Dr. Taylor is a tre a t preach­ 
er, a man of trem endous energy, and 
the possessor of adm inistrative quail 
ties th at make him a worthy candi­ 
date. 
The fact that a Now England 
man was elected four years ago may 
work against Dr. Taylor, 
but 
his 
friends are Bure if the choice falls 
upon him the church will honor itself 
by his selection. 
The mem bers of the general confer­ 
ence are not paid for their services, 
but each one has his expenses paid 
and Is allowed 82 per day for hotel at 
the scat of the conference, 
An elec­ 
tion to tho general conf* rence is ai 
ways considered a highly prized honor. 
This is the first time, w ith the <*v- 
caption of Omaha in 190$, that the 
general conference has gone west of 
the Mississippi river for its session. 
It prom ises to In* th* largest amt most 
Im portant session in the history of tho 
church.
